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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bartz (US 5,925,109). 

As per claims 1-4, 6-8, and 15-21 Bartz teaches a system for processing 
command line input, the system comprising: a command line interface for 
receiving the command line input; and a command line processor for parsing the 
command line input, identifying one or more macros within the input, expanding 
the one or more macros into executable commands, and executing the 
commands. (Abstract, col. 2, lines 43-col. 22) 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
states and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US 2002/0129341. 
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As per claims 1-21 , Hibdon teaches a system for processing command 
line input, the system comprising: a comniand line inteirface for receiving the 
command line input; and a command line processor for parsing the command 
line input, identifying one or more macros within the input, expanding the one or 
more macros into executable commands, and executing the commands. 
(Abstract, pgs. 1-7)
